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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 8/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that calcium hydroxide and sodium carbonate cannot be 
use to remove calcium compounds (calcium chloride, calcium carbonate, etc) from 
seawater . References 4,392,959, and 4,956,157 are added as evidence of expected 
results when treating seawater with alkali (producing a high pH) and the calcium 
compound precipitation or separation. The results in patent 4,036,749 when using the 
claimed compounds in the seawater treatment are expected by the skilled artisan, the 
salt removal by the claimed compounds is not limited to hard water. In addition the term 
"doses not sufficiently remove scale in the water" does not exclude partial reduction of 
the scale. Claims 1 and 18 are not limited to a particular degree of purification. The 
rejection is maintained.
